Ralph Peck was 
honored with the Williams Book Prize. In the field of mathematics Robert Ayers was 


awarded the First Prize in the Massachusetts Math Exam. 


~ Our Junior Activities Committee, under the chairmanship of Chris Baker, (who left 
us in the Spring for India), sponsored two money-making enterprises which were highly 
enjoyable for participants and spectators, alike. 


The first of these was a student-teacher volley ball game, held in the gym in which the 
students, were given the opportunity to outdo those faculty members who competed in the 
losing battle.

LELAND W. SMITH 


On March 31, 1958, Classical High School lost a devoted teacher. Although most of our

A math class with Leland W. Smith was an experience anticipated with gladness, for he was 
an extraordinary teacher. He had a mind which could see clearly into mathematical relationships, 
and a personality which enabled him to impart his clear understanding to others. It was far more 
than mechanical technique that L. W. Smith taught: he taught his students to think and reason 
mathematically. He developed in them an active interest in math, and showed them its basic 


simplicity and beauty. 


But most of all L. W. Smith will be remembered for his patient, amiable, and helpful attitude. 
There was always the friendly welcome and radiant smile from L. W. Smith. Nothing was greater 
in him than the quality of robust good-will. He loved to teach, and only the week before he died 
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he had said: “I cannot stop now; so many students need me.” He was a good friend to many of 


his students, and he regarded each student as an individual whose success was important to him. 


His own example of dedication to high ideals helped form the character of his students. Every- 
thing he did reflected the ideals of Brotherhood and Peace for which he stood. He gave to the 
lives of others a desire for honest intellectualism, a passion for truth, and a serene and level gaze 
on life, which were so much a part of his way of thinking. No one deserved more the respect and 
admiration which the faculty members and students had for him. His death has left a lonesome 


place in the hearts of all who knew him.

SENIOR LIFESAVING 


This winter a new activity was introduced into 
the afterschool sports schedule. It was a Red Cross 
Senior Lifesaving Course, given by Miss Cafasso at 
the Trinity Pool.
